testimony, and failure of th^ court to furnish aim the 
aavice and assistance of an attorney during the various 
Atag«s of trial and appeal. Judge CASEY noted th.it such 
oiot’^n am; tie argument ir support thereof had be< n prepared 
pers nally by subject and that, although l .\ey uvr#. obviously 
has# d cn similar ku* i * nn and arguments of otaor p^.soocrA 
flitch he Knows to be c.n r lle at toe Ki**orr'. !on tcr.tlary 

as models for individual -notions prepared by other prisoners, 
they were ably prepared, were on a par wi*n similar motions 
and arguments regularly prepared by practicing attorneys in 
tnis area, and evidence a thorough knowledge and preparation 
on the part of the- subject ixv regard to th». specific points 
of law involved. 

Judge CASE’/ stated that he tad thereafter overruled 
subject’s motion but that the Supremo Court of Missouri nad 
on April 12 1967, reversed him or. this ratter and ordered 

subject’s motion restored to his decker as of June 15, 1967. 

•Judge CAE LY noted that the matter had actually become academic 
as of thal date due to subject 1 * escape. Judge CAL Hi stated 
he had appointed Attorney JOHN L*. SCHNEIDER of St. Louts to 
represent subject In this matter, but that to the extent of his 
knowledge SCRNL1UER never saw the subject or had any contact •
